production goals for Pennsylvania's 
farm ers in 1947, 
How much the 
farm er 
should ; 
grow, what he should grow and how 
prices will stand up were the topics 
of this morning's talks at the county 
court house. 
Additional talks on 
such things as the Steagall bill's ef­ 
fect on m aintaining parity prices 
and talks on the long range out­ 
look for agriculture are scheduled 
for this afternoon and Wednesday's 
sessions conducted by the state Pro­ 
duction and Marketing Adm inistra­ 
tion. 
But while the farm crops were 
the major topic of discussion near­ 
ly every speaker was adding a third 
question—how can the nation assure 
that every individual farm er, m er­ 
chant, clerk, and industrial worker 
and ail other groups secure a cons­ 
tant flow of income equal to his 
needs? 
R. E Moody, W ashington, agri­ 
cultural economist for the North­ 
east Region of the Production Mar­ 
keting Administration put it this 
way: “In order to m aintain a pro- 
perous economy, it is necessary that 
a constant flow of income go U> Renewal" m em be'rihiS 
all groups and to all individuals 
who are willing to work. Tills in­ 
come must be so distributed th at 
these people are able to buy bark 
the goods and services which the 
American economy produces "
